Starting August 1st, 1973, the 
VA will start paying your benefits when you 
enroll. This means that when you have that 
eligibility in your hands you will only have 
to enroll and get your money in advance to 
buy your books, groceries, etc. 

If you know anyone who has an undesir¬ 
able or dishonorable discharge, ANYONE 
—WW II, KOREAN OR VIETNAM—tell 
him to get it reviewed. If these discharges 
are reviewed and they give you an Honor¬ 
able one, your eligibility date for using up 
your GI Benefits start on that day. There 
are several cases before the supreme courts 
now that if they rule favorably, as many as 
4 million Discharges will be changed to Elon- 
orable—this would help the economy and 
bring about many changes. 

We would like to see as many of you Vet¬ 
erans join some Veteran organization. It is 
only thru these organizations that we can 
enact legislation favorable to the Vet. If you 
don’t like the existing ones, then form your 
own. The American GI Forum is without a 
doubt the most progressive Veteran organi¬ 
zation in existence. We do have a few pro¬ 
cedures which you may describe as "Mickey 
Mouse” but, join us and help us change. 
We’re flexable. We have the national ma¬ 
chinery set up to do anything we set our 
minds to do. This is why we are the only 
Veteran organization funded to help change 
the country. The Chicano Veteran, can stand 
proud for we served with pride. 

We have the answ er to any Veteran’s ques¬ 
tions you may have or we will get it for you. 
Don’t put it off, give us a call or come see 


us. Bring you DD 214, if you lost yours we 
will get you a replacement.

I don t mean 
that I will go see you personally but, I will 
contact someone of over 20,000 California s 
GI Foreumeer’s near you, to take care of 
your problems. I am sincere, when I say as 
Veterans w’e need each other—JOIN US.
